RE:  Informal Conference of October 20, 2021 
 
 Pursuant to an Order issued on October 18, 2021, a virtual informal conference 
(IC) was conducted on October 20, 2021.  Representatives of Navitas KY NG, LLC 
(Navitas KY) participated in the virtual conference with Commission Staff.  Attached is a 
copy of the attendance roster. 
 
 The purpose of the IC was to discuss the Gas Cost Recovery (GCR) Rate Report 
and Supplemental Information filed in Case No. 2021-00381 for rates effective November 
1, 2021.  The filing is a unified GCR rate report including the gas systems of Johnson 
County Gas Company, and B & H Gas Company that were acquired by Navitas KY in 
Case No. 2020-00396.1  The Commission Ordered Navitas KY in that case to file a unified 
GCR rate report with individual tracking adjustments for each of the gas systems for the 
purpose of reconciling any remaining under- or over-recoveries of gas costs.  During the 
IC, Navitas KY explained to Commission Staff the proposed tracking mechanisms and 
provided information on operational matters relating to the unified gas system.  Navitas 
KY answered some Staff questions clarifying the residual and transitional period balance 
calculations and the status of the current natural gas suppliers.  
 
 Navitas KY informed Staff that they would file a supplemental GCR rate report by 
October 22, 2021 correcting for issues and further clarifying Navitas KY's intent for the 
proposed trackers for the former Johnson County Gas and B & H Gas companies. 
 
 There being no further discussion, the IC was then adjourned.
